Before Ohio’s sen ate an d house 
beg in to look at the state’s flat­ 
ten ed p urse, they are ex p ected to 
do a fast job of authorizin g p ay 
in creases for the 14 members of 
Gov. - Elect C. William O’Neill’s 
cabin et - p erhap s as hig h as $30,- 
000 for the hig hway director an d 
$25,000 a y ear for the director of 
men tal 
hy g ien e an d correction . 
Both directors n ow are p aid $12,- 
000 a y ear. 
The in creases are desig n ed 
to 
g ive O’Neill 8 chan ce of “draft­ 
in g ” qualified p erson s as dep art- 
‘ men tal directors. The bill is due 
to be in troduced in the house to­ 
day an d ap p roved by both houses 
before O’NeiLl is in aug urated 
week hen ce. 
The Rep ublican g overn or - elect 
p robably will withhold an n oun ce­ 
men t of an y cabin et ap p oin tmen ts 
un til all ap p oin tees are assured 
p ay in creases. Some cabin et mem­ 
bers n ow draw $12,000 a y ear an d 
others $10.0000. Most dep artmen t 
heads are ex p ected to be advan c­ 
ed t> about $18,000 a y ear. 
But the leg islators aren ’t w o r- 
ried about p ay in creases for top 
officials. They are lookin g , for in ­ 
stan ce, at the 125-million -dollar 
tab for the state school subsidy in ­ 
crease in tte 1957 -58 bookkeep in g 
p eriod. 
That fig ure assumes the accu­

If they 
were to raise it with an across- 
the-board tax boost—which they 
won ’t—it would take a 12 p er cen t 
in crease in every tax the state 
n ow levies. 
While the school fin an ce p rob­ 
lem is the most dramatic, there 
are other big mon ey headaches— 
a g en eral p ay in crease deman ded 
by state emp loy es an d the cost 
of p ay rolls for n ew men tal an d 
p en al in stitution s. Local g overn 
men ts, too, are lookin g for sub 
stan tial help from the state. 
The Leg islature has held firm 
ly to a “n o-n ew-tax es’’ p olicy for 
the last few y ears.

Ohio Legislature 
launches Regular 
Session For 1957 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio <tf-Where’s 
the money coming from? 
That was the question circulat­ 
ing through the fast-filling Ohio 
legislative halls today as the 173- 
member 102nd General Assembly 
prepared to start its 1957 regular 
session at 1:30 p.m. 
• 
Money—or the lack of it—looks 
like the big problem for the Buck­ 
eye State’s 
lawmakers for the 
next six or seven months. . 
Before Ohio’s senate and house 
begin to look at the state’s flat­ 
tened purse, they are expected to 
do a fast job of authorizing pay 
increases for the 14 members of 
Gov. - Elect C. William O’Neill’s 
cabinet - perhaps as high as $30,- 
000 for the highway director and 
$25,000 a year for the director of 
mental 
hygiene and correction. 
Both directors now are paid $12,- 
000 a year. 
The increases are designed 
to 
give O’Neill a chance of “draft­ 
ing’* qualified persons as depart­ 
mental directors. The bill is due 
to be introduced in the house to­ 
day and approved by both houses 
before O’Neill is inaugurated 
a 
week hence. 
The Republican governor - elect 
probably will withhold announce 
ment of any cabinet appointments 
until all appointees are assured 
pay increases. Some cabinet m em ­ 
bers now draw $12,000 a year and 
others $10,0000. Most department 
heads are expected to be advanc­ 
ed t) about $18,000 a year. 
But the legislators aren’t w o r ­ 
ried about pay increases for top 
officials. They are looking, for in­ 
stance, 
at the 
125-million-dollar 
tab for the state school subsidy in­ 
crease in the 1957-58 bookkeeping 
period. 
That figure assumes the accu­ 
racy of semi-official predictions 
recently that 1957-58 school sub­ 
sidy spending will be 93 million 
dollars above that in the current 
two-year period which ends June 
30. It also assumes that the Legis­ 
lature must appropriate another 
31 Vi millions to cover the school 
subsidy for the present two-year 
period. 
If the school money forecast is 
accurate, the school subsidy ap 
propriation in this coming session 
will be almost exactly 400 million 
dollars. * 
How tough will it be for the law 
makers to raise the 125-million 
school subsidy increase? If they 
were to raise it with an across 
the-board tax boost—which they 
won’t—it would take a 12 per cent 
increase in every tax the state 
now levies. 
While the school finance prob­ 
lem is the most dramatic, there 
are other big money headaches— 
a general pay increase demandec 
by state employes and the cost 
of payrolls for new mental and 
penal institutions. Local govern­ 
ments, too, are looking for sub­ 
stantial help from the state. 
The Legislature has held firm­ 
ly to a “ no-new-taxes” policy for 
the last few years. Technically, 
the new Legislature may avoid 
“ new” taxes in the coming ses­ 
sion. Leaders are reported to be 
considering boosts in several ex­ 
isting taxes to bolster the state 
treasury against big new money 
cemands. 
Among these is the restoration 
of the one-cent sales tax on pur­ 
chases of 9 to 40 cents. Another 
is the possible abandonment of the 
system by which Ohio charitable 
organizations get several million 
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To Keep Peace In Mid East 


WASHINGTON OP - Secretary 
of State Dulles told Congress to­ 
day that the way to peace in the 
Middle East is to make it clear 
“that 
armed Communist 
attack 
would have to be met, if need 
be, by the armed forces of the 
United States.” 
“You may feel, I do feel,” Dulles 
told a crowded public meeting of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee, “ that there is in fact no 
doubt as to what the Congress 
would do if international commu­ 
nism set out on a piecemeal con­ 
quest of the world by war. 
“But until the 
Congress 
has 
actually spoken, there is doubt in 
the Middle East and there may 
be doubt in the Soviet Union.” 
Delay would make such doubts 
grow, the secretary said, and he 
told the legislators, some of whom 
have expressed concern with the 
sweeping nature of the fight-if- 
necessary authority sought by the 
President: 
“The purpose of the proposed 
resolution is not war. It is peace.

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Why No t First Thing s First? 
The p rop osal that a state u niv ersity be es­ 
tablish^ in Eastern Ohio raises the qu estion of 
Whether it wou ld be logical to p ou r more mon­ 
ey into higher edu cation at a time when su ch 
money cou ld bring greater benefits to the edu ­ 
cational stru ctu re by raising standards in ele­ 
mentary and high schools. 
• For y ears iow salary scales hav e been forc­ 
ing p romising y ou ng men and women to shu n 
the teaching p rofession for more lu crativ e fields 
financially . A shortage of comp etent teachers 
has dev elop ed, with inadequ ate instru ction the 
resu lt in too many cases. The shortage and the 
inadequ ate instru ction will continu e u n l e s s 
something is done in the direction of better 
p ay ing teaching p ositions. 
Ju st how mu ch money wou ld be inv olv ed in 
establislment of ihe p rop osed u niv ersity re­ 
mains to be seen. Bu t any u niv ersity which 
wou ld offer the facilities necessary to attract 
stu dents wou ld demand a sizable ou Uay of fu nds. 
With great u niv ersities already in op eration and 
ex p anding constantly , comp etition in the field 
of higher edu cation is as keen as that in bu si­ 
ness and indu stry . And to start a school on a 
shoestring merely for the sake of starting a 
school doesn’t seem p ractical — ev en thou gh big 
oaks from tiny acorns grow. 
Most certainly the y ou ng men and y ou ng 
women of Eastern Ohio and the neighboring 
states of Pennsy lv ania and West Virginia are 
as deserv ing of an op p ortu nity to receiv e an ad­ 
v anced edu cation as those y ou ng men and y ou ng 
women from other p arts 
the nation. And 
were they being denied this op p ortu nity we 
wou ld be the first to p ress demands for an ad­ 
ditional u niv ersity . 
Bu t, in v iew of the fact that Ohio already is 
blessed with a wealth of highly -regarded state 
tiniv ersities and p riv ately - endowed colleges 
and u niv ersities and in v iew of the fact that 
additional edu cational op p ortu nities are within 
the immediate grasp in Pennsy lv ania and West 
Virginia, there seems to be no need for em­ 
barking on another state v entu re into higher 
edu cation at the p resent time. 
This is not to qu estion the sincerity of those 
who met at Toronto last week to discu ss the 
p rop osed u niv ersity for Eastwn Ohio. Were they 
not sincere, they wou ld not hav e been p resent. 
To ou r way of thinking, howev er, their ef­ 
forts cou ld do edu cation a far greater serv ice 
if directed toward better p ay for elementary and 
high school teachers and increased standards 
of instru ction. 
What good is higher edu cation if lower edu ­ 
cation fails to p rodu ce stu dents qu alified to reap 
its benefits? 


Spending In The Saddle 
We do not think President Eisenhower can 
be u naware of something p retty sad that will 
be p ainfu lly ev ident at the beginning of his 
second term. 
The rosy illu sion of bu dget-cu tting and tax - 
redu ction that made his cou ntry men hap p y fou r 
y ears ago when a new man with new ideas 
step p ed into the White Hou se has v anished. 
In its p lace is the du ll-gray reality of an ev er­ 
growing bu dget and no hop e of tax redu ction. 
At the beginning of Dwight Eisenhower’s sec­ 
ond term, sp okesmen for his administration 
sp eak sternly of higher cost of defense, more 
foreign aid, more help for local gov ernment, 
more money for atomic p rograms, more relief 
for farmers, more money for ev ery body — bu t 
not one shred of comfort for tax p ay ers! The 
sp enders are back in the saddle. 
While the bu dget has been balanced after a 
fashion, the balancing has not raised any 
p rosp ect of tax redu ction. It has been achiev ed 
by u sing additional receip ts from t^ es im­ 
p osed on a growing cou ntry to cov er me addi­ 
tional costs of ex p anding gov ernment. 
The costs can be ju stified in the v iews of 
those with sp ecial needs and op inions. Bu t fond 
dreams of millions of p eop le who looked for­ 
ward fou r y ears ago to a tu rnabou t in gov ­ 
ernment p olicy hav e been shattered. They 
thou ght the sav ers were going to hav e a big 
inning. 
It didn’t hap p en. It nev er will hap p en now. 
Perhap s it cou ld not hav e hap p ened any way . 
Bu t in the first day s of 1953, while the cou ntry 
awaited the inau gu ration of a new p resident 
with a new idea abou t sp ending and tax ing, 
the illu sion p ersisted that sp ending cou ld be 
cu rtailed and tax es cu t; that inflation cou ld be 
itemmed; that the p u rchasing p ower of money 
cou ld be stabilized; that the sav ers cou ld ou st 
the sp enders. 
Sav ing will not be mentioned in 1957. Sp end­ 
ing is rising at least as fast as tax rev enu es 
are increasing. Inflation is a real threat. The 
p u rchasing p ower of money is shrinking, after 
hav ing been lev eled off for three y ears. The 
sp enders are back in the saddle and riding high.

The latest 
New Year’s Ev e p erformance of 
Offenbach’s “La Perichole’’ w as 
as well mou nted and as su p erbly 
directed as any mu sical comedy 
on Broadway withou t u sing terri­ 
fy ing brass to blow the au dience 
throu gh the roof. It is not a little 
difficu lt to u nderstand why those 
who write mu sic for the theater or 
the mov ies feel imp elled to make 
so mu ch noise. The ov ertu re oft­ 
en is so dev astatingly blaring that 
one wonders whether it is design­ 
ed to imitate those efforts of a 
circu s band dev ised to draw the 
crowd. At any rate, Offenbach 
wrote delicately . And since “La 
Perichole’’ is su ng in English, it is 
p ossible to u nderstand most of 
what is su ng and to lau gh at the 
hu mor and the comedy both high 
and low. 


OFFENBACH IS k n o w n to 
Americans mostly for his “Tales 
of Hoffmann’’ and for the “Barcar­ 
olle.’’ It is a gentle, sweet tu ne 
which can be hu mmed to babies 
falling asleep and has more lilt to 
it than the most forensic efforts of 
Elv is the Pelv is, whose m u s i c 
seems not to be in his sou l bu t in 
his mu scles. 
Richard Ritchard, who staged, 
directed and p lay s the lead in “La 
Periochole,” wrote that althou gh 
this comedy rarely has been heard 
in this cou ntry , many of the tu nes 
are familiar becau se tiiey are oft­ 
en heard ou t of conte.x t. Ritchard 
is v ery generou s; we sat between 
the acts comp aring notes on the 
so - called p op u lar mu sic which 
somehow was stolen from Offen­ 
bach. 
Memory does p lay tricks when 
one is writing mu sic or any thing 
else and a little p lagiarism is to 
be forgiv en if it is artistically 
done, which often it is not. 
Sometimes writers, p articu larly 
of mu sic, ru in their own imagina­ 
tion by env y and jealou sy and that 


is why there is so often a p lagu e 
of rep etitiou s stu ff, the financiers 
of artistic efforts insisting t h a t 
what has become sty lish mu st be 
imitated and rep eated u ntil th e 
p u blic finds a new hobby to ride. 
There is no telling what env y 
will do. Before Victor Riesel was 
blinded, he was often ignored, bu t 
since that sad ev ent hap p ened and 
both tragedy and fame came to 
him, some comp etitors act 
as 
thou gh they env ied him his blind­ 
ness. Presu mably it is the same 
motiv e that p romp ts those w ho 
are tone deaf to write in the sty le 
of Bartó k. 


AND THINKING abou t env y , I 
su re env y those millionaires of the 
19 th and early 20th centu ries who 
were sp ared the tax collector’s rod 
and managed to hold on to their 
money and who cou ld sav e su ch 
bu ildings as the Metrop olitan Op ­ 
era Hou se and Carnegie Hall, p er­ 
hap s, from the architect and 
bu ilder who are ev er reconstru ct­ 
ing. New York, tearing down the 
most beau tifu l. 
I often wonder how many of the 
Stanford White hou ses remain in 
New York where there u sed to be 
so many beau tifu l bu ildings. Now­ 
aday s Park Av e. is being torn 
ap art and u p goes another enor­ 
mity . 
What is going u p is not as dis­ 
tressing as what mu st be torn 
down to make room for hou ses 
which are architectu ral resp onses 
to telev ision commercials, and are 
p robably initiated on the drawing 
boards of adv ertising agencies by 
those who hire female annou ncers 
to stir ou r sou ls. Were I a mil­ 
lionaire, the tax collector be i n g 
willing, I wou ld sav e the Metrop o­ 
litan Op era Hou se for its beau ty 
as a theater. 
I fear that what will be bu ilt 
when this hou se goes down wi l l 
be something originating in th e 
mind of the late and lamented 
Rox y who had wonderfu l taste for 
an ex - Marine, bu t I still like 
the old Op era Hou se as it is and 
wish that the old Madison Squ are 
Garden had nev er been tom down. 
Stanford White was killed there 
by Harry Thaw, which was bad 
bu siness becau se when those who 
stole other men’s wiv es went to 
the old Garden, they thou ght of 
White and got cold feet. It sp oiled 
bu siness and they tore the bu ild­ 
ing down and bu ilt a u tilitarian 
monstrosity u p town to take its 
p lace. Not all that is new is ei­ 
ther p rogressiv e or an imp rov e­ 
ment, said the Sp hinx to the Py ra­ 
mid.

Ro o sev elt Realig nment May Be Taking Place 


On the morning of Oct. 25, 1944, 
Franklin D. Roosev elt talked earn­ 
estly and long to sev eral close 
p olitical friends and this colu mn­ 
ist. He talked 
of 
m a n y 
t h i n g s, of 
f i g h t i n g 
ship s and p ol­ 
itics. And he 
p r e d i c ted 
t h a t there 
might be two 
new p arties. 
O n e , 
he 
f o r e c a s t , 
wou ld 
sp ring 
Victor Riesel 
from the merging of the “liberal” 
elements of the Democratic and 
Rep u blican p arties, and the other 
wou ld come' of cou nter-action by 
conserv ativ es Jrom the old ranks. 
President Roosev elt sp oke wist­ 
fu lly of not being here to see it 
hap p en — and said he had hop ed 
Wendell Willkie wou ld take the 
leadership . He recalled that he 
had once written to Willkie abou t 
it, asking that he come in to the 
White Hou se to talk it ov er. 
Now both men are gone and 
there is scarcely a mention of 
them as history p u shes its ru de 
way throu gh new p olitical y ears. 
Bu t we might be witnessing the 
realignment w h i c h President 
Roosev elt p redicted, hardly think­ 
ing that it might come du ring the 
administration of a man he knew 
only as a fighting general — one 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


THE BEGINNING of things is 
frequ ently the total of minor inci­ 
dents — and one of these is the 
u nnoticed ap p ointment of a chap 
by the name of Robert Gormley to 
head the “labor desk” of the Re­ 
p u blican National Committee. 
To those who watched GOP 
p ost-election tactics in the p ast, 
this ap p ointment has real mean­ 
ing. It rev eals that come sp ring 
the Rep u blicans will hav e Mr. 
Gormley and some others on the 
road keep ing aliv e their 50-odd 
labor committees and organizing 
new ones — long in adv ance of 
any national election. 
There is also signified here a 
v ital p olitical fact which comes 
from the knowledge that the “la­ 
bor desk” is the p roject of U.S. 
Secretary of Labor James Mitchell 
—and, therefore, of the Presi­ 
dent himself. 
Traditionally the GOP national 
high command shu ts u p desks and 
shop after each election. This time 
the labor section was not moth­ 
balled. 


MR. MITCHELL believ es that 
mu ch of labor’s v ote was su ccess­ 
fu lly wooed ov er the p itch of the 
national u nion chiefs—v irtu ally all 
of whom were for Adlai Stev en­ 
son. 
Mr. Mitchell is rep orted to be­ 
liev e that this su ccess was du e to 
the White Hou se refu sal ^to at­ 
tack all labor sweep ingly , as has 
been the p ractice of many Rep u b­ 
lican strategists in the p ast — and 
some Rep u blicans, su ch as Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, at p resent. 
Mr. Mitchell took the v iew du r­ 
ing this camp aign that the labor 
v ote was not the p rop erty of eith­ 
er the Democrats or the labor 
chiefs. A down-to-earth 
ap p eal 
cou ld win them to the GOP, he 
felt, on the basis of the cou ntry ’s 
p rosp erity and the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration’s accomp lishments. 
Mr. Mitchell, who saw the in­ 
side of more labor conv entions in 
the p re-election months than a 
walking delegate ou t of the high- 
bu tton shoes era, said this ov er 
and ov er again last October and 
early Nov ember. Now he and 
Gormley hav e analy zed the v otes 
in labor districts and they believ e 
that their stratagem help ed Ike to 
win. 


IF THIS POLICY doesn’t sit 
well with honestly indignant con-

serv ativ es inside high Rep u bli­ 
can circles,* another of Mr. Mitch­ 
ell’s m^v es will p lease them ev en 
less. For, in addition to all else, 
this new tactic will rev eal the 
standing the labor secretary has 
with the President. 
Mr. Mitchell has arranged for 
the President to receiv e in the 
White Hou se a labor delegation 
made u p of some fiery New Deal­ 
ers, among others. They hav e a 
p roject to sell Mr. Eisenhower— 
bu t may find that they don’t hav e 
to sell him on it. He may already 
be in their corner. 
This inv olv es one of the major 
legislativ e p rojects for American 
labor in 1957. 
There are many millions of 
workers in the U.S. who earn less 
than a dollar an hou r — or less 
than $40 a week. These are mostly 
in the retail and white collar 
fields. 


OF THESE WORKERS, 7 mil­ 
lion are in the retail field. The 
AFL-CIO will lau nch a driv e this 
week to mov e Congress into ex ­ 
tending the dollar minimu m wage 
law of the land to these 7 million. 
The retail indu stry has already 
warned that it cannot absorb the 
hu ndred million or more dollars 
this wou ld mean in ex tra wages. 
It will be a tou gh fight. 
Labor wanted to meet with Ike 
to get his help . AFL-CIO sp ecial 
cou nsel. Art Goldberg telep honed 
Mr. Mitchell and asked for the 
ap p ointment. 
The labor secretary su ggested 
they meet the President after Ike 
hands u p his sp eech 6 n the econ­ 
omy of the nation. The meeting 
will be held in the White Hou se 
and Mr. Eisenhower will be re­ 
cep tiv e. 
This may mark the beginning 
of a long p olitical friendship .

What is the best way to get rid 
of a cold? Science doesn’t hav e a 
ready answer, since ev alu ation of 
treatments for the common cold is 
difficu lt. 
Some colds seem to be self-lim­ 
iting — that is, y ou get ov er them 
in fiv e day s or so no matter what 
treatment y ou u se. Others hang on 
for weeks. Sometimes if y ou go to 
bed with the first sy mp tom of a 
cold, y ou can lick it in a day . 
Other times it doesn’t work. 
The standard treatment for a 
cold is to force flu ids — drink all 
the water and fru it ju ice y ou can 
get down. And now a new treat­ 
ment has been annou nced that 
works on an op p osite p rincip le— 
dehy dration. This method sou nds 
heroic, bu t, if y ou r own doctor 
agrees, y ou might giv e it a try . 
According to Dr. Gu y T. Vise of 
Mississip p i, who had good resu lts 
with 90 p er cent of p atients with 
this treatment, y ou mu st wrap u p 
in a sheet and sev eral blankets so 
that ev en head and face are cov ­ 
ered for two hou rs daily in com­ 
p any with hot water bottles or an 
electric p ad. Drink no water. Take 
only a cu p of sou p , ju ice, tea or 
coffee ev ery three hou rs. A lax a­ 
tiv e and sometimes other dru gs 
su ch as asp irin, antihistamines and 
antibiotics are giv en if necessary . 
If y ou don’t like this method, try 
to av oid getting a cold. It’s amaz­ 
ing what p lenty of rest and sleep , a 
balanced diet, stay ing away from 
crowds, and w e a r i n g p rop er 
clothes will do to discou rage infec­ 
tion. It’s really worth try ing.

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Why Not First Things First? 


The proposal that a state university be es­ 
tablished in Eastern Ohio raises the question of 
whether it would be logical to pour more mon­ 
ey into higher education at a time when such 
money could bring greater benefits to the edu­ 
cational structure by raising standards in ele­ 
mentary and high schools. 
0 For years low salary scales have been forc­ 
ing promising young men and women to shun 
the teaching profession for more lucrative fields 
financially. A shortage of competent teachers 
has developed, with inadequate instruction the 
result in too many cases. The shortage and the 
inadequate instruction will continue u n l e s s 
something is done in the direction of better 
paying teaching positions. 
Just how much money would be Involved in 
establishment of the proposed university re­ 
mains to be seen. But any university which 
would offer the facilities necessary to attract 
students would demand a sizable outlay of funds. 
With great universities already in operation and 
expanding constantly, competition in the field 
of higher education is as keen as that in busi­ 
ness and industry. And to start a school on a 
shoestring merely for the sake of starting a 
school doesn’t seem practical — even though big 
oaks from tiny acorns grow. 
Most certainly the young men and young 
women of Eastern Ohio and the neighboring 
states of Pennsylvania and West Virginia are 
as deserving of an opportunity to receive an ad­ 
vanced education as those young men and young 
women from other parts of the nation. And 
were they being denied this opportunity we 
would be the first to press demands for an ad­ 
ditional university. 
But, in view of the fact that Ohio already is 
blessed with a wealth of highly-regarded state 
universities and privately • endowed colleges 
and universities and in view of the fact that 
additional educational opportunities are within 
the immediate grasp in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, there seems to be no need for em­ 
barking on another state venture into higher 
education at the present time. 
This is not to question the sincerity of those 
who met at Toronto last week to discuss the 
proposed university for Eastern Ohio. Were they 
not sincere, they would not have been present. 
To our way of thinking, however, their ef­ 
forts could do education a far greater service 
if directed toward better pay for elementary and 
high school teachers and increased standards 
of instruction. 
What good is higher education if lower edu­ 
cation fails to produce students qualified to reap 
its benefits? 


Spending In The Saddle 


We do not think President Eisenhower can 
be unaware of something pretty sad that will 
be painfully evident at the beginning of his 
second term. 
The rosy illusion of budget-cutting and tax- 
reduction that made his countrymen happy four 
years ago when a new man with new ideas 
stepped into the White House has vanished. 
In its place is the dull-gray reality of an ever­ 
growing budget and no hope of tax reduction. 
At the beginning of Dwight Eisenhower’s sec­ 
ond term, spokesmen for his administration 
speak sternly of higher cost of defense, more 
foreign aid, more help for local government, 
more money for atomic programs, more relief 
for farmers, more money for everybody — but 
not one shred of comfort for taxpayers! The 
spenders are back in the saddle. 
While the budget has been balanced after a 
fashion, the balancing has 
not 
raised 
any 
prospect of tax reduction. It has been achieved 
by using additional receipts from taxes im­ 
posed on a growing country to cover the addi­ 
tional costs of expanding government. 
The costs can be justified in the views of 
those with special needs and opinions. But fond 
dreams of millions of people who looked for­ 
ward four years ago to a turnabout in gov­ 
ernment policy have been shattered. 
They 
thought the savers were going to have a big 
inning. 
It didn’t happen. It never will happen now. 
Perhaps it could not have happened anyway. 
But in the first days of 1953, while the country 
awaited the inauguration of a new president 
with a new idea about spending and taxing, 
the illusion persisted that spending could be 
curtailed and taxes cut; that inflation could be 
stemmed; that the purchasing power of money 
could be stabilized; that the savers could oust 
the spenders. 
Saving will not be mentioned in 1957. Spend­ 
ing is rising at least as fast as tax revenues 
are increasing. Inflation is a real threat. The 
purchasing power of money is shrinking, after 
having been leveled off for three years. The 
spenders are back in the saddle and riding high.

en can be beautiful. The latest 
New Year’s Eve performance of 
Offenbach’s “La Perichole” w a s 
as well mounted and as superbly 
directed as any musical comedy 
on Broadway without using terri­ 
fying brass to blow the audience 
through the roof. It is not a little 
difficult to understand why those 
who write music for the theater or 
the movies feel impelled to make 
so much noise. The overture oft­ 
en is so devastatingly blaring that 
one wonders whether it is design­ 
ed to imitate those efforts of a 
circus band devised to draw the 
crowd. At any rate, Offenbach 
wrote delicately. And since 
“La 
Perichole” is sung in English, it is 
possible to understand most of 
what is sung and to laugh at the 
humor and the comedy both high 
and low. 


OFFENBACH IS k n o w n 
to 
Americans mostly for his “Tales 
of Hoffmann” and for the “Barcar­ 
olle.” It is a gentle, sweet tune 
which can be hummed to babies 
falling asleep and has more lilt to 
it than the most forensic efforts of 
Elvis the Pelvis, whose m u s i c 
seems not to be in his soul but in 
his muscles. 
Richard Ritchard, who staged, 
directed and plays the lead in “La 
Periochole,” wTote that although 
this comedy rarely has been heard 
in this country, many of the tunes 
are familiar because they are oft­ 
en heard out of context. Ritchard 
is very generous; we sat between 
the acts comparing notes on the 
so - called popular music which 
somehow was stolen from Offen­ 
bach. 
Memory does play tricks when 
one is v/riting music or anything 
else and a little plagiarism is to 
be forgiven if it is artistically 
done, which often it is not. 
Sometimes writers, particularly 
of music, ruin their own imagina­ 
tion by envy and jealousy and that 


is why there is so often a plague 
of repetitious stuff, the financiers 
of artistic efforts insisting t h a t 
what has become stylish must be 
imitated and repeated until t h e 
public finds a new hobby to ride. 
There is no telling what envy 
will do. Before Victor Riesel was 
blinded, he was often ignored, but 
since that sad event happened and 
both tragedy and fame came 
to 
him, some competitors act 
as 
though they envied him his blind­ 
ness. Presumably it is the same 
motive that prompts those w h o 
are tone deaf to write in the style 
of Bartok. 


AND THINKING about envy, I 
sure envy those millionaires of the 
19th and early 20th centuries who 
were spared the tax collector’s rod 
and managed to hold on to their 
money and who could save such 
buildings as the Metropolitan Op­ 
era House and Carnegie Hall, per­ 
haps, 
from 
the 
architect 
and 
builder who are ever reconstruct­ 
ing. New York, tearing down the 
most beautiful. 
I often wonder how many of the 
Stanford White houses remain in 
New York where there used to be 
so many beautiful buildings. Now­ 
adays Park Ave. 
is being torn 
apart and up goes another enor­ 
mity. 
What is going up is not as dis­ 
tressing as what must 
be torn 
down to make room for houses 
which are architectural responses 
to television commercials, and are 
probably initiated on the drawing 
boards of advertising agencies by 
those who hire female announcers 
to stir our souls. Were I a mil­ 
lionaire, the tax collector b e i n g 
willing, I would save the Metropo­ 
litan Opera House for its beauty 
as a theater. 
I fear that what will be built 
when this house goes down w i l l 
be something originating in t h e 
mind of the late and lamented 
Roxy who had wonderful taste for 
an ex - Marine, but I still like 
the old Opera House as it is and 
wish that the old Madison Square 
Garden had never been torn down. 
Stanford White was killed there 
by Harry Thaw, which was bad 
business because when those who 
stole other men’s wives went to 
the old Garden, they thought of 
White and got cold feet. It spoiled 
business and they tore the build­ 
ing down and built a utilitarian 
monstrosity uptown to take its 
place. Not all that is new is ei­ 
ther progressive or an improve­ 
ment, said the Sphinx to the Pyra­ 
mid.

Washington’s birthday will f a l l 
on a Friday, which will open a 
three-day vacation for some lucky 
persons. But Lincoln’s anniversary 
will fall on a Tuesday, Memorial 
Day and July 4 on Thursdays and 
Christmas on a Wednesday. 
Labor Day will occur Sept. 2. 
Always the first Monday in Sep­ 
tember, it can occur anywhere 
from Sept. I to Sept. 7. Thanks­ 
giving Day will be Nov. 28, as late 
as it can fall, since it is always on 
the fourth Thursday of November. 
The nation has an “extra” holi­ 
day in 1957 — Inauguration Day, 
observed every four years. Jan­ 
uary 20, the designated date, falls 
on a Sunday, and while ceremon­ 
ies will be held that day, the gala

Roosevelt Realignment May Be Taking Place

On the morning of Oct. 25, 1944, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt talked earn­ 
estly and long to several close 
political friends and this column­ 
ist. He talked 
of 
m a n y 
t h i n g s, of 
f i g h t i n g 
ships and pol­ 
itics. And he 
p r e d i c ted 
t h a t there 
might be two 
new parties. 
O n e , 
he 
f o r e c a s t , 
would 
spring 
Victor Riesel 
from the merging of the “liberal” 
j 
elements of the Democratic and 
Republican parties, and the other 
would com e' of counter-action by 
conservatives .from the old ranks. 
President Roosevelt spoke wist­ 
fully of not being here to see it 
happen — and said he had hoped 
Wendell Willkie would take the 
leadership. He recalled that he 
had once written to Willkie about 
it, asking that he come in to the 
White House to talk it over. 
Now both men are gone 
and 
there is scarcely a mention of 
them as history pushes its rude 
way through new political years. 
But we might be witnessing the 
realignment w h i c h President 
Roosevelt predicted, hardly think­ 
ing that it might come during the 
administration of a man he knew 
only as a fighting general — one 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


THE BEGINNING of things is 
frequently the total of minor inci­ 
dents — and one of these is the 
unnoticed appointment of a chap 
by the name of Robert Gormley to 
head the “labor desk” of the Re­ 
publican National Committee. 
To those who watched GOP 
post-election tactics in the past, 
this appointment has real mean­ 
ing. It reveals that come spring 
the Republicans will 
have 
Mr. 
Gormley and some others on the 
road keeping alive their 50-odd 
labor committees and organizing 
new ones — long in advance of 
any national election. 
There is also signified here a 
vital political fact which comes 
from the knowledge that the “la­ 
bor desk” is the project of U.S. 
Secretary of Labor James Mitchell 
—and, therefore, of the Presi­ 
dent himself. 
Traditionally the GOP national 
high command shuts up desks and 
shop after each election. This time 
the labor section was not moth­ 
balled. 


MR. MITCHELL believes that 
much of labor’s vote was success­ 
fully wooed over the pitch of the 
national union chiefs—virtually all 
of whom were for Adlai Steven­ 
son. 
Mr. Mitchell is reported to be­ 
lieve that this success was due to 
the White House refusal to at­ 
tack all labor sweepingly, as has 
been the practice of many Repub­ 
lican strategists in the past — and 
some Republicans, such as Sen. 
Barry Coldwater, at present. 
Mr. Mitchell took the view dur­ 
ing this campaign that the labor 
vote was not the property of eith­ 
er the Democrats or the 
labor 
chiefs. 
A 
down-to-earth 
appeal 
could win them to the GOP, he 
felt, on the basis of the country’s 
prosperity and the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration’s accomplishments. 
Mr. Mitchell, who saw the in­ 
side of more labor conventions in 
the pre-election months 
than 
a 
walking delegate out of the high- 
button shoes era, said this over 
and over again last October and 
early November. 
Now 
he 
and 
Gormley have analyzed the votes 
in labor districts and they believe 
that their stratagem helped Ike to 
win. 


IF THIS POLICY 
doesn’t 
sit 
well with honestly indignant con­ 


servatives inside high Republi­ 
can circles,- another of Mr. Mitch­ 
ell’s mm-es will please them even 
less. For, in addition to all else, 
this new tactic will reveal the 
standing the labor secretary has 
with the President. 
Mr. Mitchell has arranged for 
the President to receive in the 
White House a labor 
delegation 
made up of some fiery New Deal­ 
ers, among others. They have a 
project to sell Mr. Eisenhower— 
but may find that they don’t have 
to sell him on it. He may already 
be in their corner. 
This involves one of the major 
legislative projects for American 
labor in 1957. 
There are 
many 
millions 
of 
workers in the U.S. who earn less 
than a dollar an hour — or less 
than $40 a week. These are mostly 
in the retail 
and 
white 
collar, 
fields. 


OF THESE WORKERS, 7 mil­ 
lion are in the retail field. The 
AFL-CIO will launch a drive this 
week to move Congress into ex­ 
tending the dollar minimum wage 
law of the land to these 7 million. 
The retail industry has 
already 
warned that it cannot absorb the 
hundred million or more dollars 
this would mean in extra wages. 
It will be a tough fight. 
Labor wanted to meet with Ike 
to get his help. AFL-CIO special 
counsel, Art Goldberg telephoned 
Mr. Mitchell and asked for the 
appointment. 
The labor secretary 
suggested 
they meet the President after Ike 
hands up his speech on the econ­ 
omy of the nation. The 
meeting 
will be held in the White House 
and Mr. Eisenhower will be re­ 
ceptive. 
This may mark the beginning 
of a long political friendship.

(7) with what 
do many hotels stuff the pillows? (8) if you 
drop the wrong coin into the beef-pie 
slot in

The Cold Facts 


What is the best way to get rid 
of a cold? Science doesn’t have a 
ready answer, since evaluation of 
treatments for the common cold is 
difficult. 
Some colds seem to be self-lim­ 
iting — that is, you get over them 
in five days or so no matter what 
treatment you use. Others hang on 
for weeks. Sometimes if you go to 
bed with the first symptom of a 
cold, you can lick it in a day. 
Other times it doesn’t work. 
The standard treatment for a 
cold is to force fluids — drink all 
the water and fruit juice you can 
get down. And now a new treat­ 
ment has been announced that 
works on an opposite principle— 
dehydration. This method sounds 
heroic, but, if your own 
doctor 
agrees, you might give it a try. 
According to Dr. Guy T. Vise of 
Mississippi, who had good results 
with 90 per cent of patients with 
this treatment, you must wrap up 
in a sheet and several blankets so 
that even head and face are cov­ 
ered for two hours daily in com­ 
pany with hot water bottles or an 
electric pad. Drink no water. Take 
only a cup of soup, juice, tea or 
coffee every three hours. A laxa­ 
tive and sometimes other drugs 
such as aspirin, antihistamines and 
antibiotics are given if necessary. 
If you don’t like this method, try 
to avoid getting a cold. It’s amaz­ 
ing what plenty of rest and sleep, a 
balanced diet, staying away from 
crowds, and w e a r i n g proper 
clothes will do to discourage infec­ 
tion. It’s really worth trying.

New Tax Desig ned 
To Help Pay Part Of 
Raise Held Inv alid 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. liPI - Un- 
less the Su preme Cou rt changes a 
lower cou rt ru ling, the 1957 legisia- 
tu re will hav e to look for a new 
way to raise two million dollars for 
teachers* salaries. 
Kanawha Circu it Ju dge F r a n k 
L. Tay lor ru led Satu rday that a 
new tax designed to help pay part 
of a $6,400,000 raise for West Vir­ 
ginia teachers is inv alid. 
The 195 6 legislatu re slapped the 
tax on insu rance companies. It is 
based either on their total capital 
itock or their u nassfgned su rplu s— 
no matter how mu ch of the amou nt 
might figu re in t h e company ’s 
West Virginia operations. 
The tax was to go into effect 
last Ju ly , a n d the legislatu re 
hoped to collect abou t one million 
dollars a y ear from it. Bu t be­ 
cau se sev eral companies brou ght 
the tax into the cou rts, it has not 
been collected. 
If the tax does not hold u p in 
the cou rts, the 1957 legislatu re 
will hav e to find another way to 
raise two million dollars for the 
teachers* increase — one million 
it figu red the tax wou ld take in 
daring the cu rrent fiscal y ear, and 
another million dollars for t h e 
coming fiscal y ear. 
Ju dge Tay lor, who certified the 
case to the Su preme Cou rt, ru led 
that it discriminates between stock 
insu rance companies and mu tu al 
insu rance companies. 
Mu tu al companies hav e no cap­ 
ital stock. So-called stock firms, 
howev er, may hav e both capital 
stock and su rplu s. The law calls 
for basing the tax on whichev er 
of the tw'o is greater. 
Ju dge Tay lor dM u ph o l d the 
state’s argu ment that the tax is 
not an u nlawfu l bu rden on inter­ 
state commerce, and that it is not 
du al tax ation. He said it is the 
only priv ilege tax on insu rance 
companies in West Virginia.

Nobody likes to talk about pun­ 
ishing children or even thinking 
about it. But any parent knows 
from ex perience that some pun­ 
ishing becomes necessary . I never 
knew a parent who didn’t do some 
punishing. 
Some parents don’t employ phy ­ 
sical punishment, although among 
this number aré those who be­ 
lieve they should and occasionally 
do. They may , for instance, tie or 
hold the tot against his resistance 
or give him a gentle tap in anger, 
or isolate him. At any age, a much- 
used ty pe of punishment is denial 
of a cherished privilege. 


THE MOST WIDELY^SED kind 
of punishment is administered with 
the ey es and tongue. Parents who 
would think they were brutal if 
they spanked a iot seem to have 
no qualms of conscience about 
scolding him verbally and shriek­ 
ing at him repeatedly with fire in 
their ey es. Indeed, ttie parent who 
aims to avoid giving a child phy 
sical pain for punishment is, as 
rule, most sure to shriek at him

I believe these purposes are best 
attained by some selective, delib­ 
erate and decisive spanking. When 
he’s older and accepts y our com­ 
mands as final, y ou can substitute 
psy chological isolation, such as 
chair-sitting and the like.

Child Training With Punishment

child at a maximum?

CHARLESTON UD - West Vir­ 
ginia’s 53rd Legislatu re conv enes 
here Wednesday to begin a 
6 0- 
day session that will test the abil­ 
ity of Democrats and Repu blicans 
to share leadership in a div ided 
gov ernment. 
Despite 
some 
election losses. 
Democrats still command the leg­ 
islativ e chambers on the second 
floor of the capitol by the secu re 
margins of 21-11 in the Senate and 
58-42 in the Hou se. 
Bu t the ornate gov ernor’s su ite 
downstairs will be taken ov er a 
week from today by t h e first 
Repu blican elected to the 
office 
since 19 28. Cecil H. 
Underwood 
will be the first gov ernor in 40 
y ears to come into office withou t 
hav ing his own party in control 
of both hou ses of the Legislatu re. 
Senate and Hou se will conv ene 
separately at noon Wednesday to 
organize. Election of legislativ e 
leaders will be a m ere forf'ality 
since the v oting for party nomi­ 
nees, 
chosen 
in 
cau cu ses 
last 
month, alway s adheres strictly to 
party lines. 
Sen. Ralph J. Bean (D - Hardy ) 
will be re-elected to a third su c­ 
cessiv e term as Senate President, 
and Del. W. E. Flannery (D-Lo- 
gan) will be v oted his fifth straight 
term as speaker of the Hou se. No 
one else ev er has been elected 
speaker more than three times. 
Leaders of the Repu blican min 
orities will be Sen. John E. Carri 
gan (R-Marshall) and Del. George 
H Seibert Jr. (R-Ohio), both new 
to the floor leader posts. Carrigan 
ou sted Sen. Day ton R. Stemple (R 
Barbou r) from the Senate pos t , 
winning by one v ote in the cau cu s 
last month. Seibert replaces Under­ 
wood as Hou se minority leader. 
When the organizational formal 
ities hav e been completed, 
sen­ 
ators and delegates will meet in 
joint session in the Hou se chamber 
to hear an address by ou tgoing 
Democratic Gov . Marland. 
Underwood’s address to the law­ 
makers, in which he is ex pected 
to ou tline his legislativ e program , 
will be deliv ered at another joint 
session at 2:15 p. m. Jan. 15, the 
day after his inau gu ration. 
As alway s, the bu dget bill drawn 
u p by the Board of Pu blic Works 
will be introdu ced on opening day 
as Bill No. 1 in both hou ses. Its 
recommended general r e v e n u e 
fu nd appropriations for operating 
bu dgets in the 19 57-58 fiscal y ear 
are ex pected to total abou t 
102 
million dollars — u p more than 
three million from the 
cu rrent 
y ear, bu t still within anticipated 
income. 
The bill also is ex pected to call 
for nu merou s bu ilding projects at 
state institu tions ou t of a su rplu s 
of abou t &Vz million that is ex ­ 
pected to be on hand at the end 
of the cu rrent fiscal period nex t 
Ju ne 30. 
'T he bu dget bill is first in and 
last ou t. It u su ally is not enacted 
in its final form u ntil the last day 
of the session. 
Leaders hope to hav e one piece 
of m ajor legislation enacted into 
law by the end of the week. It 
wou ld raise the salaries of the at­ 
torney general, now paid $7,500 a 
y ear, and of the au ditor, treasu rer, 
agricu ltu re commissioner, school 
su perintendent and secretary of 
state, each of whom now receiv es 
$7,250. 
Under a constitu tional prov ision, 
the raises cannot apply du ring the 
t^rms of office which begin Jan. 
14 u nless they hav e been enacted 
into law before then. 
Leaders in both parties hav e en­ 
dorsed the increases, and 
they 
apparently will go thou gh withou t 
controv ersy u nless a dispu te arises 
as to the amou nts. Underwood has 
recommended that the new salar­ 
ies be $12,000. Flannery has said a 
bill will go in calling for salaries 
somewhere in the $10,000 - $12,000 
range. 
Holding the party nominating 
cau cu ses last month was a 
de­ 
partu re from practice in the past, 
when they • hav e been held t h e 
night before the Legislatu re con­ 
v ened. 
Pu rpose of the change was to 
speed organization of the session. 
Choosing majority nominees f o r 
Senate president and Hou se speak­ 
er at the earlier time has giv en 
them a chance to work on com­ 
mittee appointments in adv ance of 
the session. 
They are ex pected to be ready 
to annou nce them, at least t h e 
major chairmanships, by opening 
day if not sooner. 
J. Howard ^My ers in the Senate 
and C. A. Blankenship in the Hou se 
will continu e as the clerks of their 
chambers.

Every material in the world, 
inclu ding ice which is solidified 
water, will expand to some de­ 
gree when it is heated. Natu r­ 
ally ice never gets hot, bu t the 
fact is that it does expand as 
the temperatu re is raised. And 
this is w ha t cau ses pipes to 
bu rst. 
Any plu mber wiU tell you that 
it is most risky to thaw a pipe 
with su dden heat su ch as is de­ 
veloped with a blow torch, and 
it has been established that this 
frequ ently happens. 
The correct way to thaw a 
pipe is illu strated above. You 
requ ire a bu cket of hot w a t e r 
and an old towel or other heavy 
piece of cloth. 
The towel is soaked in the hot 
water and wru ng ou t so that little 
of the water is left in it. The 
next step is to wrap it arou nd 
the frozen pipe as shown, and 
leave it there for two or three 
minu tes.

An increase in steelmaking cap­ 
acity and a three-year labor con­ 
tract, which means that the to- 
du stry will not be plagu ed with 
labor trou bles this year, are major 
factors indicating that 1957 cou ld 
be the greatest produ ction year 
for steel, the magazine said. 
“Steelmen are forecasting that 
1957 will be a record ou t pu t year, 
overtaking the present high of 
117,036,085 tens made in 1955,” the 
metalworking weekly said. “A 120- 
million-ton yield wou ld be a 4 .3 
per cent step-u p over 1956’s 115 
million tons.” 
The new official annu al capa­ 
city figu re for the indu stry for 1957 
is 133,459,150 net tons, compared 
with 1956’s 128,363,090 tons. Last 
year’s produ ction represented 89 .6 
per cent of the official capacity. 
In order to reach the produ ction 
level predicted for this year, the 
mills wou ld have to operate at 9 0 
per cent of capacity. 
“Steel” said the capacity figu re 
wou ld continu e to grow this year— 
probably more than it did in 1 ^ . 
“The steel indu stry has arou nd 
15 million tons of new steelmak­ 
ing capacity u nder constru ction 
and arou nd six million tons of it 
shou ld be completed this year, 
compared with over five million 
tons last year,” the pu blication 
said. 
The magazine said the new con­ 
tract signed following a midsu m­ 
mer strike by steelworkers last 
year wou ld keep the indu stry’s 
produ ction 
efforts 
from 
being 
-plagu ed by labor trou bles this 
year, bu t the pact wou ld mean 
increased labor costs. The contract 
calls for wage increases next Ju ly 
1 and on Ju ly 1, 1958, and also 
provides for cost-of-living raises. 
“These labor costs increases, 
along with price ju mps on most 
raw materials, wiU bring fu rther 
price advances on steel,” the mag­ 
azine said. 
The pu bUcation's price compos­ 
ite on finished steel for the week 
ended Jan. 2 remained at $137.98 
a net ton, while the composite on 
steelmaking scrap dropped $1.33 to 
$63.17 a gross ton. 
Steel miUs operated at 100 per 
cent of the 1956 capacity last week, 
tu rning ou t 2,461,893 tons of steel 
for ingots and castings.

There are occasions when it is 
impossible to get near enough 
to a frozen pipe to thaw it out 
as suggested. In such cases the 
best thing that can be done is to 
try to get heat into the space by 
some means. 
An electric heater can some­ 
times be placed in such areas. 
And while it may take consider­ 
able time to raise the tem pera­ 
ture of the space enough to thaw 
out the pipe, it usually works 
successfully.

WASHINGTON - A good cure

You’ll be surprised h ow many 
small th ings need attention wh en 
y ou really look for th em. Every 
month or so all floors, walls, ceil­ 
ings, stairs, window sills and doors 
sh ould be given th e once-over. 
In fact, not only th e room’s foun­ 
dation but every th ing in th e room 
sh ould be sized up with th e strict­ 
est attention for signs of wear,,for 
breaks — dr even for lost frag­ 
ments wh ich may be replaced or 
for wh ich substitutes sh ould be 
found. It’s more th an wise to take 
th at weU known stitch -in-time. 
Perh aps y ou h ave noticed th at 
window sills often become worn 
and need re-touch ing before th e 
rest of th e room sh ows wear. 
Th is liappens frenq uently above 
radiators. 
Th resh olds, too, seem to catch 
th e brunt of wear q uicker th an 
oth er parts of th e floor, and kit­ 
ch en or cupboard sh elves are like­ 
ly to sh ow spots or marred places 
before th e rest of th e woodwork. 
Th e interiors of bureau drawers 
will look twice as spic and span 
if coated with enamel. And, wh ile 
y ou’re at it, sand th e top edges of 
th e drawers with fine sandpaper 
and apply furniture wax . Th is 
will prevent any rough ness of th e 
wood from snagging delicate fab­ 
rics. 
You Won’t believe th e difference 
it m a k e s to th e interiors of 
drawers in th e kitch en wh en th ey 
h ave a glossy coating. Sticky spots 
or spilled grease may be removed 
readily with a damp cloth before 
th ey become absorbed by th e 
wood. Th e same rule applies to 
kitch en sh elves, as well. 
And wh ile we’re in th e kitch en, 
if y our linoleum is badly worn in 
spots or if y ou wish to ch ange its 
coloring, y ou can take care of 
both th ese items very simply . A 
base coat of floor enamel dries 
q uickly and is easily applied. 
To preserve th e surface of th e 
linoleum, it sh ould be kept var­ 
nish -coated or lacq uered. A final 
coating of wax will aid greatly 
not only in keeping th e surface 
clean but in protecting against 
blemish es and oth er signs of wear. 
Look at th e h inges of y our doors, 
too, during y our month ly ch eck­ 
up. Usually th ey are painted th e 
same color as th e door and some­ 
times become ch ipped. A new 
coat of color will benefit th em 
greatly . 
Wh ile y our attention is on th e 
doors, apply a coating of paint to 
th e top edge of th e door itself — 
also to th e top of th e trim above 
it. Th is makes it easier to dust. 
Th ese 
stitch s-in-time are 
all 
little odd jobs, each req uiring 
only a sh ort wh ile to complete but 
sometimes forgotten. So, th e point 
is, regulate y our sch edule so th at 
touch -up day s won’t come too far 
apart and th ese items will be 
taken care of automatically .

A good attitude to take wh en 
y ou notice surfaces in y our h ome

WASHINGTON —- A good cure

vigorously 
renewed 
interest in all the little details that 
combine to m ake your home the 
pleasant, well-ordered place you 
w ant it to be. 
You’ll be surprised how m any 
sm all things need attention when 
you really look for them . Every 
month or so all floors, walls, ceil­ 
ings, stairs, window sills and doors 
should be given the once-over. 
In fact, not only the room ’s foun­ 
dation but everything in the room 
should be sized up with the strict­ 
est attention for signs of w ear,.for 
breaks — or even for lost frag­ 
m ents which m ay be replaced or 
for which substitutes should be 
found. It’s m ore than wise to take 
th at well known stitch-in-time. 
Perhaps you have noticed that 
window sills often become worn 
and need re-touching before the 
rest of the room 
shows wear. 
This happens frenquently above 
radiators. 
Thresholds, too. seem to catch 
the brunt of w ear quicker than 
other parts of the floor, and kit­ 
chen or cupboard shelves are like­ 
ly to show spots or m arred places 
before the rest of the woodwork. 
The interiors of bureau draw ers 
will look twice as spic and span 
if coated with enamel. And, while 
you’re at it, sand the top edges of 
the draw ers with fine sandpaper 
and 
apply 
furniture 
wax. 
This 
will prevent any roughness of the 
wood from snagging delicate fab­ 
rics. 
You won’t believe the difference 
it m a k e s to the interiors of 
draw ers in the kitchen when they 
have a glossy coating. Sticky spots 
or spilled grease m ay be removed 
readily with a dam p cloth before 
they 
become 
absorbed 
by 
the 
wood. The sam e rule applies to 
kitchen shelves, as well. 
And while w e’re in the kitchen, 
if your linoleum is badly worn in 
spots or if you wish to change its 
coloring, you can take care of 
both these item s very simply. A 
base coat of floor enam el dries 
quickly and is easily applied. 
To preserve the surface of the 
linoleum, it should be kept v ar­ 
nish-coated or lacquered. A final 
coating of wax will aid greatly 
not only in keeping the surface 
clean 
but in protecting against 
blem ishes and other signs of wear. 
Look at the hinges of your doors, 
too, during your monthly check­ 
up. Usually they are painted the 
sam e color as the door and som e­ 
tim es 
become 
chipped. 
A 
new 
coat of color will benefit them 
greatly. 
While your attention is on the 
doors, apply a coating of paint to 
the top edge of the door itself — 
also to the top of the trim above 
it. This m akes it easier to dust. 
These 
stitchs-in-time 
are

odd 
jobs, 
each 
requiring 
only a short while to complete but 
som etimes forgotten. So, the point 
is, regulate your schedule so that 
touch-up days won’t come too far 
ap art and these item s will be 
taken care of autom atically. 
A good attitude to take when

First Fatality Of 
Year On Turnpike

Five fatalities in southern West 
Virginia marred the state’s traffic 
record Sunday. 
Three persons were killed east of 
Richwood and the West Virginia 
Turnpike reported its first 1957 
death. 
In the other accident, a sailor 
riding in a pickup truck drowned 
when the truck swerved off W. Va. 
83 near Atwell and plunged into 
Dry Fork River. 
In the Richwood accident, the 
victims were identified as Mr. anc 
Mrs. Eugene Summers, both 43, 
of Singer’s Glen, Va., near Har­ 
risonburg, and Mrs. Maysel Neal, 
43, of Richwood, mother of seven. 
Three others were injured in the 
accident on W. Va. 39. 
State police said the Summers 
family was on the way to visit 
relatives in Clay County.

manslaughter 
charges would be placed against 
one of the injured, James Crites 
of Richwood. Hall said Crites was 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road. 
Killed on the turnpike was Mrs. 
Mary Blagg Ingram, 48, of Poca. 
State Police Lt. M. C. Yoak saic 
she was thrown from a car and 
pinned beneath it. Her two sons, 
aged 12 and 15, both were injured. 
Yoak said Mrs. Ingram lost con 
trol of the car and it crashed into 
an embankment, falling back on 
her. 
State Police Sgt. C. B. Dye said 
Clyde B. Dawson, 22. of Bartley, 
McDowell County, drowned in the 
Dry Fork River. Dawson, stationed 
aboard the U.S.S. Fidelity, was on 
leave from the Charleston, S. C. 
Naval Base. Dye quoted Dawson’s 
brother, Elijah, driver of the truck, 
that faulty brakes were responsible 
for the accident. The body was 
recovered three hours after the ac­ 
cident, about IOO feet from where 
the truck went into the river.
